His career is one of the most curious 
of modern limes. He has had a part 
in almost every one of the military 
operations in England within twenty 
His death will be sincerely 

and bitterly mourned there. 

General Gordon was the fourth son 
of a lieutenant general of the artil- 

lie was horn in Woolwich, .l.-m- 

s, 1833, so that he did either 

upon Ins birthday of the day before. 

ihs family had contained a number 

of soldiers, and he was designed for 

He was educated at 
Taunton and the royal military acade- 
my at Woolwich. lie was liof con 

as in the academy, but npon 
graduation he volunteered to go to 
i lie Crimea, and was sent. He speed- 
uished himself for his good 
work in the trenohee, and his skill in 
detecting the operations of the Rus- 
sians, and in interpreting their plans. 
A I I he close of that war he was en- 
gaged upon tWO commissions adjnsf- 
mudary lines according to' the 
Pans agreement. First upon the 
Danube and then in Armenia. He 
was, in L860, attached to the combin- 
ed expedition of the French and 
il into China, The Tai ping

Ky cut- 
if the base of supplies, Cordon 
1 the territory which flic rebels 
held, and penned the remnant in the 
city of Nankin. Io which he laid suc- 
cessflll The " heavenly king" 

committed suicide. Ho had profess- 
ed Chrisiaiiily and to some deluded

in avarice, and in ordinan 
money as well as for honors and de- 
corations, his modesty was ex. 

as a philanthropist in the best 
sense, and always very fond of help- 
ing poor hoys, lie was a very relig- 
ious man. In one of the darkest 
periods of his rule in the Soudan, in 
a note written on the upper Nile 
while waiting in utter loneliness and 
weariness for sleamers which were de 
laved, he Says : "1 ask Cod for the 
following things : 1. Not to he dis- 
turbed if t he khedive sent me away 

to-morrow. 8. Noi to he disturbed 

if he keeps me. I!. Not Io have any- 
thing of the world come between ILm 
and me : and not to fear death, or to 
feel regret if it came before I com 

pleied what 1 may think my program. 
Thank Cod. He gives me the most 
comforting assurance Ihat nothing 
shall disturb ine or come between 
Him and inc."

of Cordon. The main cause of com- 
plaint was an act of treachery, for 
which be was in no way responsible, 
and al which his honor was so great 
that ho came near (browing up his 
com maud. 

Cordon's command over the Chinese 
exceeded that which any other Euro- 
pean has ever attained. He went into 
battles entirely unarmed, and directed 
the movements of his forces with a 
bamboo cane, wdiich became a charm 
ed wand in tho eyes of his men. His 
life seemed sacred, and when he did 

receive a slight wound, the emperor 
sent a message expressing his "grief 
and admiration.'' and asking that 
daily reports he sent to him. as to his 
condition. When the rebellion was 

suppressed, the gratitude of the Chi- 
nese government was great and sincere. 
The supreme ruler came down from 
the Clouds sufficiently to issue a decree. 
which ran thus : " We command 
that Cordon be rewarded with a yel- 
low riding jacket to be worn on his 
person, and a peacock's feather to he 
carried on bis cap ; also that there be 

bestowed on him four suits of the uni- 
form proper to his rank of li-tu in 
token of our fa\orand desire to do 
him honor." It was intended to add 
a large sum of money, hut Cordon de- 
clined this, and left China as poor as 
lie had entered if. Prince Kung. 
the father of the emperor and one of 
the leading men in the government. 
subsequently called upon the British 
minister and asked what they could do 
for Cordon. He was a mystery to 
them. He had been decorated with 
the highest honor, but he refused 
their money. He asked the minister 
to beg the qneen to give him some- 
thing he would appreciate more. 
When he reached England he was 
made a lieutenant colonel and a com 
panion of the bath. 

From .-ilio ,o is;i he held the post 
of commanding royal engineer at 
Graveeend, where he superintended 
the strengthening of the fortifications 
of the Thames. Having fallen in 
with certain Egyptian authorities 
while representing England at a con- 
ference, be received a com mission 
from the bile khedive to go into the 
Soudan to quiet certain tribes there in 
revolt. He was afterwards mad 
ernor of the Soudan, and retained the 
post live vears. He was offered a 
salary of £10,000, but, probably 
knowing how revenue was obtained. 
and With his usual indifference to 
money, he refused to receive more 
than £4,000. lie distributed nearly 
one-half of this among the poor of 
Khartoum, when he reached that city. 

The degradation of the people op- 
pressed him greatly. He writes:

Since he gave up the governor 
generalship of the Soudan, the move- 
ments of General Cordon have been 
before the public. He accepted the 
secretaryship of Lord Ripon when he 
received bis appoint as governor 
general to India, bat he was too much 
a man of action, and bad been too 
in command for such a post. 
and ho resigned before he left Eng- 
land. About a year and a half ago 
General Cordon returned from Jeru- 
salem, where he was diligently study- 
ing the topography of tlic place, and 
making estimates on the proposed 
canal thro' the valley of the .Ionian, 
lie was summoned by the King of 
Belgians, who wished him to lake 
command of the affairs of the African 
International Association upon the 

Congo. As be was about to take his 
departure, the English government, 
which always had first claim upon 
his services, sent him into the Soudan 
upon the wild-goose chase which has 
cost him bis life. In a very interest- 
ing retrospect which lately appeared 
in' the London Tinirs, it 'was shown 
how by surprise the announcement 
came. F.vcn his relatives did nol 
know he was to go to Egypt until 

January 17th, L884. when they ■ 

ed a laconic dispatch : "(let my uni- 
form ready and two pairs o( patent 
leather boots.'' The next morning 
he sailed.

In ihe "Land of the Sky," about 
ten miles from Ashville, there live a 
.leaf mute couple by the name of 
Clontz, who have seven children, all 
of whom are likewise doaf-mntes. 
Ono of the sons, at present the fore- 
man of the shoeshop at the North 
Carolina Institution, married a deaf- 
mute lady, and their only child can 
hear and talk very well. .Mr. Thomas 
Tillinghast, one of the deaf mute tea- 
chers of the aforesaid Institution, and 
a brother to Mr. David Tillinghast, 
who graduated, with honois, from the 
High Class of tho New York Institu- 
tion, married one of tho Clontz daugh- 
ters Deafness which appears to be 
hereditary in both the Clontz and Til- 
linghast families was not transmitted 
to the two children' of Mr. Thomas 
Tillinghast. 

Looordingto statistics, the propor- 
tion of danger from the intermarriages 
of cousins that the offspring might bo 
deaf is far greater than from those of 
deaf unites : and I am of opinion Prof. 
Hell might have done better to memo- 
rialize Congress against the former 
than the latter. Matrimonial dis- 
cord is a worse evil than offspring, 
for it harms the morals, often wrecks 
souls, and raises up ill children. A 
happy marriage, where one of the 
couple is deaf mute, is very rare. 
Therefore, a person who seeks to in- 
lluenee deaf mutes to take hearing 
partners in life, is not doing a philan- 
ihropit. 

Bev. Mr. Job Turner was here about 
three weeks ago. He showed much 
independence and courage in walking 
from town lo this place] 4 miles, in a 
Steel storm. When he arrived here, 
his umbrella was covered with a thick 
coal of ice, and he had to thaw it be- 
fore he could shut it. On the follow- 
ing Sunday, he preached a good ser- 
mon, and on Monday, gave us a lec- 
ture on verbs. His plan of classify- 
i bs is new and novel. He drew 
pictures of forehead, eye, mouth, foot, 
SO., and radiating from each of which 
he drew a number of lines. Over or 
opposite ihe liues he wrote the words 
representing the actions each does. 
In this way the meanings are present- 
ed in a dear manner. Truly Mr. Tur- 
ner is doing some good in this world. 

A grown up deaf-mute boy was ad- 
mitted into the colored school last 
month. He traversed the whole dis- 
tance from his home lo here, about 
twenty miles, on foot, with his step- 
father. His clothes wero carried by 
himself and his companion by turns, 
in a bag thrown over the shoulder. 

The old negro, who is gray haired, 
and was a slave in the by-gone-days, 
desired to be shown through the in- 
stitution, and Mr. Walker gratified 
his desire. He nodded his head and 
grinned broadly at every class he vi- 
sited ; aud took pains to let Mr. W. 
know he would tell his folks every 
thing about " de big house." 

One or two weeks later, the new 
negro boy ran home, but his step-fa- 
ther took him back to school prompt- 
ly-

new institution of that State, against 
sixteen applicants. We are glad he 
got, the appointment, for be deserved 
it.

The exercises of the Literary 
Society on Friday evening, were 
opened with an interesting essay on 
" Russia and the Russians, " by Mr. 
Berg, of '86, in which he described the 
geographical and industrial features 
of the country and defended the policy 
of the Nihilists, the leaders of which 
body, he said, are political philoso- 
phers, free thinkers and humanitari- 
ans, who have for their aim the free- 
dom and happiness of Russia. He 
drew a graphic picture of the suffer- 
ings endured by political exiles among 
the snows and in the silver mines of 
Siberia ; denounced the secret police, 
which arrests and imprisons at its 
will, condemns without trial, and 
secretly exiles innocent people ; and 
said that the time shall come when 
the Russian people will enjoy that 
freedom and equality which Provi- 
dence ordained should be the lot of 
man.
